WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP)— 
Americans spent a record of $9,- 
600,000,000. on alcoholic drinks last 
year, the Commerce Department 
reported last night. 

That works out to an average 
outlay of $66.66 a person among a 
population of 144,000,000 as of last 
July 1, or $103.22 for each of the 
93,000,000 over 21 years old. 

Total spending on alcoholic 
beverages, including taxes, was 
$140,000,000 higher last year than 
in 1946, the department said. It 
was up a whopping $6,010,000,000 
from prewar 1939.

The President, who is seeking 
four years more in the White 
House, took the air after travel- 
ing some 3000 miles by rail and 
automobile in his “non-political” 
cross-country tour. 

Instead of making a personal 
survey of the flood area, however, 
the President flew straight from 
“McChord airport at 0 pia, 
Wash., to Salem, Ore., and con- 
tinued by auto to Portland; where 
he was to speak. The presidential 
plane Independence took off on in- 
struments because of poor visibili- 
ty and flew over overcast to 
Salem, The flight took 48 minutes, 
Other planes carrying reporters 
and members of the official party 
followed the President’s plane. 

Has Seen Much of Fiood. 

President Truman, in his trav- 
els through Washington, Montana 
and Idaho, already had seen 
plenty of ‘he flood waters of the 
Columbia and its tributaries. The 
idea of the aerial flight was to 
dramatize the necessity for flood 
control rough construction of a 
Columbia river authority pat- 
terned after the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and pioneering also for 
kh Missouri Valley Authority to de- 
velop the Missouri river basin, 
control floods and provide farm 
irrigation and cheap elc -tricity. 
President Truman, who has de- 
livered three Major addresses and 
dozens of impromptu talks since 
leaving Washington a week ago, 
had his greatest success of the 
trip in Seattle yesterday. After 
spending the night at the home 
of Washington’s Gov. Mon Wall- 
gren at Olympia, the President was 
driven to Bremerton, to Seattle, 
to Tacoma and back to Olympia. 
Everywhere on the highways and 
the city streets he was greeted by 
surprisingly large turnouts for a 
presidential candidate who was 
believed to have no chance. 

Seattle Demonstration. 

The best show was made in 
Seattle (population 478,000) where 
the police estimated 100,000 per- 
sons lined the streets in the big- 
Rest demonstration in the last 30 
years. 

This demonstration was more 
than an offset to President Tru- 
man's earlier speech in the sun- 
baked stadium of Seattle’s Me- 
morial High School, where the 
grandstands -seating 9000 were 
only half filled. 

The moral seems to be that the 
people will turn out to see Presi- 
dent Truman passing through the 
streets but won't necessarily go 
out of their way to hear him. 
With them it is circuses before 
cliches—and even before attacks 
on Congress. 

“Rich Man’s Congress.” 

Meanwhile, Truman does his 
best to amuse the crowds and in- 
furiate the Republicans who con- 
trol Congress. The practical Demo- 
cratic politicians he meets fre- 
quently on this “non-political” tour 
have advised him that the most 
popular item in his repertoire is 
the attack on Congress which 
it is generally recognized among 
Republicans, liberals and Demo- 
crats—hasn’t done what it should 
have done. 

Therefore. Truman, on the ad- 
vice of his staff thinkers and 
whenever he rung out of other 
ideas, indulges in a fling at Con- 
gress, and always to applause, for 
apparently Congress has been 
classed with mother-in-laws, 
mumps ad the seven-day itch. 

Attacks Power Lobbyists. 

In his poorly attended speech 
yesterday at the Seattle stadium, 
Truman attacked private power 
lobbyists as being responsible for 
the continuation of flood damage 
along the Columbia, Colorado, Mis- 
souri and other rivers. 

At the same time President 
Truman cited the New Deal devei- 
opment of the Tennessee river as 
an example of what should be“ 
done for the Missouri and the 
others against the opposition of 
the lobbyists. 


Truman Indorsed by Phone Union 
as “Best Bet for Labor.” 

SPOKANE, June 11 (AP)— 
President Truman yesterday was 
promised the support o: the Com- 
munication Workers of America, 
an independent union of 230,000 
telephone workers, as the “best 
bet for labor in 1948.”

Lesson of Flood. 
When I saw Grand Coulee dam 
yesterday, it was pounded by the 
waters of the worst flood that has 
visited the Columbia river in 84 
years. This flood has taken 
precious human lives. It has done 
tremendous damage to towns and 
farms. I cannot express too 
strongly the concern that this dis- 
aster has brought to me. But it 
is an experience from which we 
can draw a lesson—or rather get 
added proof for a lesson that many 
of us learned long ago. 
The Federal Government must 
press forward vigorously ‘with 
projects to control the waters of 
our rivers and direct them, to use- 
ful purposes. 
The waters of the Columbia 
river can be controlled. The shock 
of this tragedy should reinforce 
our determination to build the 
dams and other structures needed 
to bring about such control. 
Nothing can ever completely re- 
pair the damage caused by this 
flood or replace the lives that 
have been lost. But we can do 
something to see that it does not 
happen again. 
We know what must be done to 
achieve this. We have already 
proved it in the Tennessee VaHey. 
The Tennessee river used to flood 
very year or so. But that doesn't 
happen any more. The waters have 
been checked by dams. Now, they 
are used for electric power, and 
for navigation and recreation. 
Now, those waters that used to 
rush down to the sea in floods are 


held and put to work. Every year, 


in the Tennessee Valley, millions 
of dollars—and probably human 
lives &s well—are saved because 
the floods have been stopped. 
Refers to Missouri Valley. 
What we have done in the Ten- 
nessee valley, we can do else- 
where. We have already been 
moving in that direction in other 
great river basins—such as the 
Missouri, the Colorado, the central 
valley in California, and the Co- 
lumbia. Our purpose is the same 
in all of them—to conserve and 
use water, instead of wasting it. 
But to achieve that simple pur- 
pose, we must follow a great con- 
cept of unified development of all 
the resources of each area. And 
that is no easy job, for a num- 
ber of reasons. Let me use the 


ample. 

The Columbia and its tributa- 
ries comprise a mighty river sys- 
tem draining parts of seven states 
and Canada. It discharges the 
second largest flow of water of 
any river in the United States. To 
harness this vast flow will take 


many dams and years of effort. 

Furthermore, the Columbia 
basin is rich in other resources 
besides water. It has fertile land, 
vast bodies of timber, valuable 
minerals and a multi-million dol- 
lar fishing industry. 


water alone. The water and the 
land must be considered together. 
They must be studied in relation 
to fisheries and forests. The 
hydroelectric power must be con- 
sidered in relation to the process- 
ing of minerals. All natural re- 
sources must be related to the 
industrial development of the 
region. 

There must be, in short, a 
great vision of what the re- 


if they are wisely conserved and 

developed together. And we 

must have the faith and the 

courage to carry out that vision. 

It will take the toughest kind of 
fight to put over these great pro- 
ects for western development. For. 
there are people in this country 
who will not support the adequate 
development of western resources. 
A few of them, unfortunately, hold 
influential positions. They are op- 
posed or indifferent to the develop- 
ment of these western regions 
for the benefit of the people 
here and of the whole nation. They 
still seem to look on the west as 
some soft of wilderness in which 
the nation should invest as little 
as possible. 

In Face of False Claims. 

I think the record is conclusive 
on this point.

In those 
days, too many of the west's raw 
products were shipped to the east 
for processing; and the people got 
neither the jobs nor the profits 
involved in their manufacture into 
finished goods. 

Prior to 1933, the Reclamation 
act had been on the books for 30 
years. In all that time, water for 
reclamation had been extended to 
less than 3,000,000 acres through- 
out the west; and the hydroelec- 
tric power capacity installed on 
these projects was only 35,000 kilo- 
watts. Compare that with the 
present situation. The Grand Cou- 
lee project alone will produce 
nearly 2,000,000 kilowatts of power, 
and water for nearly 1,000,000 
acres of land. And there are proj- 
ects on a similar scale under way 
all through the west. 

It is easy to accept conditions 
as 1 2 today, and to forget 
the r strug we went 
through to bring‘ abopt this 
progress.

I am sure 
that Bonneville and the Grand 
Coulee speeded up victory to such 
an extent that they more than 
paid for themselves in money ‘and 
in men. 

Since the war, the growth of 
the northwest has continued. 
The demand for power, instead 
of decreasing with the decline of 
war production, has greatly 

I wish those congress- 
men — and there are a lot of 
them—who are still listening to 
the private power lobby, would 
look at these projects now. They 
are turning out every last kilo- 
watt of power they can, and new 
generators are being installed as 
fast as they can be obtained. 

Moreover, 
development of the Pacific North- 
west is going to require a great 
deal more power in the years 
ahead. Let’s look at some of the 
facts about this industrial develop- 
ment. In less than a decade, the 


power from the Bonneville and 


Grand Coulee projects has led to 
the establishment in the northwest 
of electric-procesg industries turn- 
ing out $140,000,000 worth of prod- 
ucts each year. Many other new 
industries have sprung up in the 
northwest. The indirect effects of 
industrial growth here have been 
felt across the nation in higher 
employment, higher income and 
greater wealth. 
Better Living Standard. 

For example, the new aluminum 
rolling mill at spokane is selling 
its products to 600 plants through- 
out the nation which employ 350,- 
000 workers. This shows that in- 
dustrial development here in the 
west doeg not detract from the 
prosperity of any other region. In- 
stead, it adds to the prosperity of 
the whole nation. The United. 
States is still growing, and grow- 
ing fast. The growth of the west 
means a better life for people 
here, and better markets and 
sources of supply for the rest of

Shortage Idling 200,000 
Laid to Coal Strike — 
Ford Plants Are Closed 
Today. 


DETROIT, June 11 (AP)—As- 
sembly line workers in Ford Mo- 
tor Co, plants across the nation 
were in a one-day shutdown today, 
while a much larger group of 
General Motors Corp. workers 
faced a week’s layoff starting 
Monday. About 230,000 production 
employes will be affected, 200,000 
at General Motors and 30,000 at 
Ford. , 

General Motors spokesmen said 
their layoffs could be attributed to 
steel shortages resulting from the 
last coal strike. Ford officers said 
a lack of production parts was 
responsible for today’s shutdown. 

At first the General Motors lay- 
off will affect 50 to 60 plants, in- 
cluding fabricating divisions and 
all Michigan assembly lines. Other 
assembly plants eventually may 
“be compelled to close for about 
a week,” a corporation spokesman 
said. ‘

Work interruptions continued to 
plague the Briggs Manufacturing 
Co. while company and union ne- 
gotiators attempted to reach a 
wage and contract agreement 
based on the 13-cent pay rise pat- 
tern.

But, Schneider added, the basic 
fault “lies in the atmosphere of 
the respondent's office” where, he 
said, “mild horseplay of one kind | 
or another was indulged in at 
times by all the employes with 
the knowledge and apparently 
even the acquiescence of super- 
visors.” 

The NRLB report concluded

Some Republicans have not 
given up hope of getting action 
on a House-approved anti-poll-tax 
bill. They concede they don’t 
know where they will find the 
three days necessary to apply the 
gag rule that would be needed to 
break a Southern filibuster on this 
civil-rights proposal. 

While this and some other pend- 
ing bills may see the light of day 
it Congress comes back after the 
political conventions, the Repub- 
licans probably will leave Presi- 
dent Truman plenty of grounds to 
talk about what they didn’t do. 

The Democrats are expected to 
bear down hard in their platform 
on such things as inflation con- 
trols, a minimum-wage boost, so- 
cial security expansion and aid to 
education, 

Truman also has marked down 
the issue of public versus private 
power as a likely campaign sub- 
ject in a renewal of his bitter 
feuding with what he has called 
the “worst” Congress, 

Taft's Manager Hopeful. 

Representative Clarence Brown, 
who is Senator Robert A. Taft's 
campaign manager, cited Taft's 
major part in the congressional 
record when he told reporters yes- 
|terday Taft’s chances of getting 
ithe nomination are looking up. 

“The issue is now plain,” Brown 
said. “The presidential campaign 
will be fought on the record of 
the Republican Congress during 
the last two years.” 

He added that Taft is “better 
suited to represent the Republican 
party on its record in Congress” 
than anybody else. 

Harold E. Stassen told a report- 
er that all estimates of first-vote 
strength at the convention have 
nad to be revised because of “the 
changing picture of all the front 
. contenders.” 

. Previously, Stassen had claimed 

340 votes on that ballot. Brown 
estimated that Taft will get 312 
toward a nomination for which 
548 are required. Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey's supporters stuck to their 
contention they will have more 
than any other candidate on the 
first test. Brown said he expect- 
ed Taft to be nominated on or 
after the fourth ballot. 


Gov. Duff of Pennsylvania Quoted 
as Threatening Fight. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., June 11 
(AP)—Gov. James H. Duff was 
quoted today as saying that if 
anyone attempts to take control 
of Pennsylvania’s 73-man delega- 
tion to the Republican national 
convention, “I will fight to the 
limit.” 

Duff wag quoted in a story by 
John Cummings, political re- 
porter, in the Philadelphia In- 
quirer. Yesterday at a press con- 
ference, the Pennsylvania execu- 
tive told reporters: “I don’t know 
anything about a fight over dele- 
gates.” 

The Inquirer said Duff was 
asked to comment on reports that 
G. Mason Owlett, Pennsylvania 
national committeeman, ig sup- 
porting Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York for the nomination. 

“I was never for him (Dewey) 
for President and I am not for 
him now,” the Inquirer quoted 
Duff as saying.

The London delegates made 
every effort to conciliate the 
French and quiet their alarm over 
a possible resurgence of German 
military power.

It was pledged that British and 
American troops would remain in 
Germany until peace in Europe 
was secure. A system of inspec- 
tion, far more d c than that 
which the Germans were able to 
elude after World War I, was pro- 
vided. Finally, the Americans and 
British pledged themselves against 
withdrawal of their occupation 
forces without prior consultation 


With all its skirmishes in out- 
lying regions such as Greece, 
Turkey, Iran, Italy, Korea and 
Manchuria, the central purpose of 
the Kremlin’s long-range policy: is 
believed to base itself on the ab- 
sorption of Germany as a whole 
into the Communist system. That, 
in American opinion, would be 
equivalent to the conquest of all 
Europe. It would be a fulfillment 
of Haushofer geopolitics, with 
Russia instead of Germany in the 
role of master.

Border Virtually Closed, 


The Soviets newest move has 
been virtually to close the border 
between eastern and western Ger- 
many, not only for the Allies but 
for the Germans themselves. It 
has left crowds of stranded angry 
customers at crossing points like 
Marienborn—to the British zone— 
and Hof in the south, to the 
American zone. 

For 48 hours, special Russian 
“commissions,” in addition to the 
regular border guards, have been 
slowing down all traffic and haul- 
ing people off busses and trains, 
even when they hold interzonal 
passes, which have been recog- 
nized until now. 


For the first time, too, the Rus- 
sians have halted freight trains 
bound for Berlin with supplies to 
be distributed among the city’s 
people.

For the National Security 


One of President Truman’s most urgent re- 
quests to the Eightieth Congress has been ap- 
proved by the Senate in its 78-to-10 vote for 
selective service. This overwhelming vote, 
lowing months of discussion in the 
ber, should help the House make up 


: 
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when Congress halts for the conventions. 
The provisions have been much discussed 
there is no need to detail them here. The basis 
of the measure is a two-year draft of all single, 
non-veteran men from 19 years through 26.

As sent to the House, the legislation con- 
tains many amendments. One of these is espe- 
cially good. Another is particularly bad. The 
good one is that which Senator Kem of Mis- 
souri offered for the improvement of military 
justice. Following the line of recommendations 
made by an American Bar Association commit- 
tee, this revision of the Articles of War would 
permit enlisted men and warrant officers to sit 
as members of courts-martial. It would author- 
ize coursel for an accused person at a pre-trial 
investigation. It would strengthen review and 
appeal provisions. 

Military justice has been one of the dark 
spots in our armed services. Undoubtedly many 
thousands of service men obtained the idea 
that enlisted personnel did not get fair trials 
by officer boards in World War II. Many a 
court-martial and many a sentence provided 
the basis for this conclusion. This surely has 
been a factor in keeping down the number of 
volunteers. 

The amendment which we think is bad is 
that of Senator Lodge of Massachusetts to en- 
roll 25,000 aliens under a five-year arrangement 
which would assist them to American citizen- 
ship. The objection to this is that it is in effect 
an assertion that we cannot get enough Amer- 
icans to fill the ranks of the services. If the 
selective service legislation will bring 1,669,000 
new men into the armed forces—and that is the 
forecast of the Department of Defense—it can- 
not be said we need to put 25,000 mercenaries 
in uniform in peacetime. 

In passing the draft bill, the Senate set aside 
election year fears. Now it is up to the House. 
It can and should pass the legislation with but 
few changes. 


Lords Obsolete 


Britain’s peers enjoy their egos as well as 
other men, so they have voted against a bill 
which would allow them to delay legislation only 
one year instead of the two-year veto they hold 
now. 

Nevertheless, the House of Lords holds only 
treys and deuces in this ancient contest of 
people vs. peers. Long before today’s Socialist 
Government was more than a beam in Bernard 
Shaw's eye, Tory and Liberal regimes had 
seized all the aces. So the present Government 
is going ahead under a 1911 act, whereby a bill 
becomes law despite the Lords if the House of 
Commons passes it three times in two years. Or 
if the Government got in a hurry, it might pack 
the House of Lords with a flock of new Laborite 
peers, actually working the trick that Franklin 
Roosevelt tried to work in our Supreme Court. 
What power the Lords have left, therefore, is 
mainly nuisance value, and even that is being 
whittled down. 

The British are an odd people to keep such 
an obsolete institution, no doubt. The only thing 
we have that faintly resembles its futility is the 
Electoral College which at four-year intervals 
rubber-stamps the vote for President. If the 
British find this odd, they’ve got no argument 
here.

When Mr. Truman’s trip to the West was an- 
nounced as “non-political,” the country seemed

Mr. Truman’s predecessor had much per- 
sonal charm and pleased crowds with the 
warmth and even exuberance of his manner. But 


Mr. Roosevelt never forgot that he held the 


greatest office in the world nor did he ever 
let his audience forget it. He was careful, even 
in short routine speeches, to invest his ut- 
terances with presidential formality. Marquis 
Childs once compared his demeanor, on an in- 
spection trip, with the grand and gracious man- 
ner of an archbishop touring his diocese. 

The American people don't like stuffed shirts 
and, if Mr. Truman wants to prove he isn’t one, 
he has been successful.

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Jesse Wolcott and the Banana Peel 

Jesse Wolcott took.a first-class trouncing 
when a revolt occurred in his Banking Commit- 
tee. Wolcott had mutilated the Taft-Ellender-

A. T. & T. Yields Ground 
Under outside pressure, the American Tele- 


phone & Telegraph Co., the world’s largest cor- 


poration, is belatedly engaged in self-examina- 
tion. The pressure comes from a special tele- 
phone committee of the National Association 
of Railroad and Utility Commissioners, and is 
directed at monopoly prices charged by Western 
Electric, A. T. & T.’s manufacturing subsidiary, 


and at the license contract fees paid by the 


operating subsidiaries. 

The investigation of Western Electic prices 

has brought two reductions even before the com- 
mittee’s preliminary report has been submitted. 
Prices were reduced 5 per cent as of Jan. 1 and 
now an additional reduction of 3.6 per cent is 
annduinced. ; 
These reductions will help make telephone 
rate incredses unnecessary or hold them down. 
Southwestern Bell and other operating subsid- 
iaries buy some 90 per cent of their equipment 
from Western Electric. 

There is no reason to believe, of course, that 
Western Electric has gone as far as it can go 


in reducing prices, Paul Walker, of the Federal 


Communications Commission, once estimated 
that Western Electric’s prices are 30 per cent 
higher than they would be if monopoly condi- 
tions in the telephone industry were abolished 
so that another major supplier could arise to 
compete. 

Western Electric stated its profit last year 
as $32,000,000 net, or more than 10 per cent on 
the book value of the stock. But the company 
paid income taxes on $95,000,000. “It appéars,” 
says an office memorandum of the FCC staff, 
“that nearly half the profit was hidden in the 
numerous reserves which the company main- 
tains.” 

The committee of utility commissioners has 
“suggested” that Western Electric cut its depre- 
ciation charges more than $6,000,000 a year. It 
may be, as Western Electric says, that this would 
enable the company to reduce its prices only a 
fraction of 1 per cent. But prices paid for 
telephone equipment go into the rate-making 
valuation of Southwestern Bell and other oper- 
ating companies, and a return ig earned on them 
year after year, The original saving is secon- 
dary to the saving from not having to pay a 
return on inflated prices in perpetuity. 

The inquiry of the telephone committee into 
fees which. operating companies pay A. T. & T. 
is only now being launched, but it has been in 
prospect for several months. A. T. & T. has 
given signs that it will be willing to change the 
fee from a flat 144 per cent of gross revenues 
to a bill for specific services rendered. 

The telephone committee of N. A. R. U. C. is 
doing good work. When regulatory commissions 
refuse to sit back and take prepared statements, 
but insist on going out and getting the facts 
they are performing the service for which they 
were intended.

The nation and the party look to the 
members of this committee for the first 
proof of wisdom. 


Little Plans and Big. Floods 


From the Washington Post. 


One outgrowth of the tragedy that has 


overtaken communities along the Columbia, 


River in Oregon may be an intensified de- 
mand for a Columbia Valley Authority to 
place the problem of flood control on a 
regional rather than local basis. 

No such ex post facto movement can be 
much consolation to families which have 
suffered bereavement or have lost their 
homes or farmiands in the swirling ramp- 
age of the Columbia. But if the disaster 
serves as a dramatic though terrifying les- 
son as to what must eventually be done, 
then the $75,000,000 or more damage is not 
a total loss. 

The Oregon floods, and those now occur- 
ring along the Fraser River in British 
Columbia, are in many respects symbolic 


of a sick land, stripped of its forest and 
grass cover and with little to prevent the. 


rapid runoff of excessive rainfall. There 
are, of course, other complications in these 
areas. But the pattern is familiar; every 
year it is repeated somewhere in the United 
States, with accompanying loss of life and 
property and thousands of tons of precious 


topsoil, 

So far it is not possible to control the 
vagaries of the weather. There is no guar- 
antes that even if an extensive system of 


dams were built far up tributaries, with ac- 


companying valley-wide soil and forest con- 
servation measures, à surprise cloudburst 
might not cause some . But to a 
substantial degree it is possible to control 


* 

the effects of the weather, if not the 
weather itself, by eliminating an accumula- 
tion of bad land-use practices. N 

There is the experience of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority to guide other efforts. 
Among its other accomplishments, the 
TVA program unquestionably has served 
to reduce flood crests and minimize dam- 
age. 
The one great point which TVA has 
driven home convincingly, it seems to us, 
is that no little plan will do. If the con- 
servation of the country’s resources now 
imperiled by floods is to be really effective, 
then it must be accomplished on a broad 
basis, resolving interagency conflicts 
through a single authority with decentral- 
ized operations. ~ b 

The best form of sympathy for the Ore- 
gon victims, aside from immediate relief, 
is to hasten meaningful steps to see that 


this appalling waste is not repeated.

Security Lies in Value of 
Services to Neighbors, 
He Says at M. I. T. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 11 
(AP —- Arthur H. Compton, chan- 
cellor of Washington University, 
St. Louis, said today a nation’s 
basic safety against attack “de- 
mands making its services 30 
valuable to its neighbors that they 
cannot afford to fight it.” 


In the commencement address 
at the eighty-second graduation 
exercises of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, said: 

“To such an extent has this be- 
come true that the most import- 
ant element in national safety is 
no longer a nation’s ability to re- 
pel an invasion. 

“It is now no longer possible 
for us to thrive unless those 
around us share our prosperity. 
Our nation’s welfare similarly de- 
pends on the healthy life and co- 
operative spirit of our neighbor- 


nations. ;

T. Compton, is president of M.I.T., 
suggested a three-point program 
as an approach to peace: 

1. “Maintain the 
fenses required that we may deter 
the use of armed might in solv- 
ing international disputes;

It is the fashion to say that 
British-American relations have 
been disrupted by the disputes 
over Palestine.

LTHOUGH the basic elements of “BLACK BART,” at 
A vows STATE THEATER have been seen many times 

in Westerns—stage-coach holdups, ‘breathtaking Techni- 
color scenery, a voluptuous dancer, a gun-fight ending—a good 

wy deal of wry humor has been injected into the 
bd lines so it becomes quite a refreshing and 
entertaining piece. As played by Dan Duryea, 
Jeffrey Lynn and Percy Kilbride, the Call- 
fornia highwayman called “Black Bart” and 
his former partners in crime are colorful 
rascals, full of style and a wisecracking elan

As the precious pair of knaves, Charlie Boles and Lance 

Hardeen (Duryea and Lynn), are about to be hanged by a 
posse at the opening of the movie, Lance protests nobly they 
are innocent men. The sheriff points out they were caught 
with the loot from two bank holdups, on stolen horses, and 
running away with another man’s wife. “Do you,” sneers 
Charlie, “call that evidence?” Later, the pals having escaped, 
Lance, suspects that the character, Black Bart, in black 
clothes and hood, who held up the stagecoach he was on, was 
really Charlie, how posing as a respectable rancher. “That 
kick in the pants you gave me felt awfully familiar,” he 
accuses Charlie. “You must be pretty sensitive,” replies 
Charlie dryly. “If you can tell one kick in the pants from 
another.” (All right, so it’s probably old as burlesque — it's 
still funny.) 
Natter of fact, it’s a shame the producers (Universal) 
didn’t go further with the idea, and make it a really rollicking 
satire on stock horse-operas, But as it is, even though it 
alternates from tongue-in-cheek to serious action, the effort 
is still amusing. Yvonne DeCarlo adds to the scenic delights 
with her celebrated charms as a European daficer. 

The so-called associate feature, “BIG UITY,” is a sticky 
little hodge-podge of corn, sentiment and miscellaneous songs. 
You get the idea when you learn that a little girl (Margaret 
O’Brien) is adopted by three fathers, an Irish policeman, a 


‘Jewish cantor, and a Protestant minister (George Murphy, 


Danny Thomas, Robert Preston). After a good sprinkling of 
bromides about how well the three faiths get along together

T HE 1948 Cadillac; gleaming -

The men gathered there were 


all case-hardened used car dealers 


to whom an automobile is merely 


‘a medium of exchange, but they 
were drawn to the car as if by a 
magnet, They peered in the doors 
at the elegant upholstery; the 
modernistic dashboard and the 
assorted” gadgets with which it 
was equipped: There were such 
expressions of admiration as, 
“Ain’t it a honey?” and “What a 
boat!” The speedometer showed 
it had been driven only 18 miles, 
which would just about take it 
from the dealer’s show room to 
the used car dealer’s lot, and 
thence to Joe Nesser’s auto auc- 
tion where, a phenomenon pecu- 
liar to the times, it was being sold 
as a “used” car. 

Auctioneer Ed Caldwell brought 
the gathering to attention by slam- 
ming his bench with a length of 
lead pipe which he keeps for the 
purpose, and started his harangue 
in the unknown tongue of the auc- 
tioneer. 

He was abetted by Nesser him- 
self, a short, swarthy and voluble 
man, who was waving his cane 
with one hand end pointing at 
the car with the other, In a voice 
filled with emotion he was calling 
the attention to the car’s beauty, 
its reput⸗ tion, its state of newness 
and anything else he could think 
of to tall attention to. Joe’s excite-

only since the war has reached 
its full flower. During war times 
there was a lot of trading in used 
cars, but since the OPA Kept a 
ceiling on them, virtually every-

When the ceilings were lifted 
and the great demand for auto- 
mobiles, new or used, at any price, 
set in, the car auc.ion came into 
its own. The auction is not open 
to the public, except in the role 
of spectator, Only licensed dealers 
may sell, and only licensed dealers 


may bid.

Thursday starting at 1 p.m. and 
it lasts as long as there are any 
cars to sell, usually until 4 or 5 


Jr holds his auction sale every 


‘p.m. On an average day Joe now 
‘sells about 150 cars. 


There was 
a time, a year or sO ago, when 
as many as 500 cars went through 
week. If the cars 
averaged $1 each, this meant 
a half-million dollar business. 

While the arrival of more new 
cars on the market has taken 
some of the press off the used 
car business, it has also provided 
more merchandise in what is 
known as the “new used car.” 
These are the automobiles which 
people buy from a dealer, sell di- 
rectly, to a-used car dealer and 
which, while still brand-new cars, 
are designated as used cars by vir- 
tue of the fact they have changed 
hands, Once a car leaves the 
dealer’s showroom, it is classed as 
a “used car.” 

The car auction is a great time 
and money saver to the used car 
dealer in that it provides a place 
to buy new merchandise without 
having to shop all over town’ for 
it, and it provides a place to un- 
load merchandise which he has 
been unable to move off his lot. 

A car which a dealer in one part 
of town has been unable to sell 
may sell readily for a dealer in 
another part of town. So the dealer 
who owns the car brings it to the 
auction and offers it for sale. If 
it brings him his original invest- 
ment plus what he has spent on 
the car to doll it up, he sells it. 
If not, he bids it in himself and 
takes it back. He is out only a 
few dollars for the auction fee. 


SHARE NESSER'S ENTHUSIASM. 


An average crowd of about 60 
dealers gathers at Joe’s place on 
auction day. They are prosper- 
ously, if somewhat informally 
dressed, most of them wearing 
sports shirts and slacks, two-toned 
shoes and straw hats pushed on the 
backs of their heads. They eat 
hot dogs and ham sandwiches and 
drink beer and cokes, which are 
dispensed from a stand in the cor- 
ner of the auction room. The bid- 
ding is silent. Ed Caldwell, in the 
auctioneer's box, and a couple of 
assistants moving through the 
crawd, receive and accept. the 
bids. All bids are made by a nod 
of the head, and a casual observer 
never knows who is bidding a car 


up. 
Bidding on the 1936 Dodge 
started at ‘$375, died at $380. 
“We're giving one ‘away here, 
boys,” Joe shouted. “Better have 
a look.“ The boys were more in- 


terested in the next car, a 1948. 


maroon Studebaker convertible. 
“It costs 32870 delivered,” said 
Joe, “and don’t think they aven’t 
hard to get.” The bidding on the 
Studebaker was fast for several 
minutes, then it stopped, despite 
the combined efforts of Caldwell 
and Nesser. All right,” said be, 
“rive it to the man for $2960.” 

A 1947 Ford was driven in. The 
dealers began to crowd around, 
because fairly new Fords and 
Chevrolets are the best sellers on 
the lot. But when Caldwell started 
the bidding at $1800, they began 
to back away. That's all, boys.“ 
one of them remarked. It was 
followed by a Chrysler town and 
country convertihle on which the 
bidding started at $2300, stopped 
at $2450. 

The man who brought the car, 
one of the dealers explained, will 
probably make about $100 on it. 
At least he hopes he will. “Peo- 
ple think,” the dealer went on 
to point out, “that we dealers buy 
cars for peanuts and sell them 
for small fortunes, But you. can 
see from the wholesale prices we 
pay that such isn’t the case. 
What most dealers want is a fairly 


small profit and a quick turnover. |

How to.Remove Ticks; Danger From Bites

A ST. LOUISAN asks: “How 
animals and ig the mere han- 


dling of the tick dangerous, or 


does infection only follow a bite 
by the tick? I recently heard of 
a case of spotted fever in Missouri 
which I understand resulted from 
a farmer picking ticks from his 
dog.” | Soe 
Ticks should be removed from 
the body by forceps (tweezers), 
or a small piece of cotton, paper, 
etc. This precaution is necessary 
because if the tick is fed, and full 


of blood and infected, crushing’ 


might spread the dige 
person on whom the blood of the 
tick is splashed. The area should 
then be touched with iodine. Ticks 
should likewise be removed from 
dogs or other animals with’ the 
same precaution. . ? 

The Department of Agriculture 
has advised derris powder, either 
in powder form or as a dip, as an 
effective measure of controlling 
ticks on domestic E 
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TICK FEVER, or Rocky Moun- 


tain spotted fever, is an acute in- 
fectious isease ‘affecting the 
smaller blood vessels of the body. 
It is caused by a class of organ- 
isms called the Rickettsia; these 
are living structures smaller than 
the more common types of bacte- 
ria. Tick fever appears from four 
to 12 days after the bite, and is 
usually ushered in by a skin rash, 
which may becomé very profuse. 
In addition, fever, chills, headache 
and aching of the muscles and 
bones are usually presen 

This disease exists th ut 
the world. It has been reported 
that Maine and Vermont are the 


only states in which the tick fever- 


has not been seen. The dog and 
wood ticks are the only species 
biting man in which the Rickettsia 
have been found, and the appear- 
ance of these ticks vary accord- 
ing to the logality concerned. In 
Missouri and the St. Louis area 
the ticks make their first appear- 
ance in the summer and early fall.

If the tick is removed within four 
hours after the bite the danger of 
infection is greatly reduced.

IN REGARD to the’ prevention 
of this disease, two types of vac- 
cines are prepared by the United 
States Public Health Sérvice and 
distributed through the State 
Boards of Health. Licensed phy- 
sicians may acquire these vac-_ 
cines without charge. Since both 
types of vaceine contain protein 
material, there is d er of al- 
lergic reactions in those individ- 
uals with a protein allergy. The 
vaccine is given in three doses, 
one week apart; and usually pro- 
duces little or no pain. The vac- 

d be given before ex- 


posure. After one has been bitten 
by a tick the vaccine is of no 
value and might even do harm. 
Tick fever has recently been sat- 
isfactorily treated with a new drug 
called p-aminobenzoic acid when 
given very early in the disease. 
This drug is now readily available 
for such use.

“Take, for instance, the case of 
the dealer who offered the 48 
Cadillac,” the man continued. 
“The. reason he brought it in here 
is that he’s got a lot of money tied 
up in it. Probably paid somebody 
close to $5000 for it. If he turns 
it over again right away, okay. 
But if it keeps sitting on his 
lot, his money is tied up, and he 
never knows what might happen 
to the market tomorrow.

fluctuation,” he ways, “there 
has never been anything 
like the:$200 drop in prices re- 
ported in New York last week.

I 
don’t look for the price of used 
cars to drop for a long time. And 
the St. Louis market is more 
stable than any other place in the 
country.” 

The Ssed car dealer looks upon 
himself as a somewhat maligned 
individual these days. “People 
blame us for these brand new 
used cars being on the lots,” qne 
dealer explained, “but it’s not our 
fault. It’s the public. It’s always 
the public. They’re greedy. We 
‘don’t buy these cars from the new 
car dealers. It’s the guy who has 
applications in with a half dazen 
or more dealers. When his car is 
delivered he come straight to the 
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used car dealer with it. He shops 
every used car dealer in town un- 
til he knows exactly what a car 
of that make and model will 
bring. Then he sells it. We buy 
it, ‘sure. We're in business. But 
we take more chance on these 
expensive new used cars than any- 
thing else, because of the money 
that’s tied up in them, and be- 
cause you never know what the 
market will do. And because we 
have to pay such high prices to 
the individuals who sell them to 
us, we make a lot less on them 
than we do on the smaller and 
older cars. In fact, the profit 
diminishes in proportion to how 
new and how expensive a car is.” 

One of the peculiar aspects of 
the situation lies in the fact that 
as the number of cars going 
through the auction line dimin- 
ishes, the quality improves. As 
the number of “dogs,” as jalopies 
are now termed, decreases, the 
number of “new used“ cars in- 
creases. And, contrary to ordi- 
nary economics, the more times 
a new used car changes hands, 
the higher its price becomes. <A 
fourth-hand new used car costs 
more than a second-hand one;
